tended that the promovent ia fact did not 
sustain pecuniary. loss by these deaths, bat 
the impugnants contended that’ this Court 
bes no pawer to give compensation for lesa 
ct life. It is admitted that but for sta’'u 

tory provision no damage cccasioned to 
survivors by death could be the subject 
of claim in any action, The increasing 
frequency of accidents and the couscqnent 
losses occasioned by death upon rallwaya and 
on rivers gave rise to Lord Campboll’s Act, 
9 and 10 Vic. o, #3 (as amended by 27 and 
28 Vic. c. 95) which first created the right 
of action at Common Law for compensating 
the families of poraons killed by accident. 
These acts did mot con er jariediction in 
thls matter upon the. High Court of Ad- 
miralty, and consequently not on this the 
Vice-Admiralty Court of Hongkong, whioh 
exists only asa branch of that Court and 
in that character procesda on principles 
independently differing from those of the 
common law of England. It being beyond 
question-that up toand until Lord Camp- 
bell’s Act, which I am sbout to cite, no 
money could be recovered for damage done 
to life by any abip, it is »flirmed on behalf 
of the promovant that the 24th Vie. c. 10 
ontituled ‘An Aot to extend the jurisdic- 
tion and improve the practice of the Oourt 
of Adwiralty,” passed in 1861, extended 
that jurisdiction in many particulars aod, 
among others, that eection 7, being in these 
words.—*'Tho High Court of Admiralty” 
(it is not auggested that theae words do not 
include this Court) shall have jurisdiction 
over any claim for damage done by any 
ship”—gave to this Court a jurisdiction it 
had not before over any claim for damage 
within the Jurisdiction of the Admiralty 
occasioned by loss of life in the samo way 
as it previounly had over claims for damage 
done to property. The construction of this 
section has been the subject of much 
litigation and unfortunately of con4icting 
docisions, The question for me to decide 
is not what is the proper construction of 
this section, becausy it is clear that I 
em in this Qourt bound by authority 
und must decide according to the de- 
cisions in Admiralty and of the Privy 
Council in England, to whatever different 
conclusion I might have come on my owa 
construction of the language of the s'atute 
if I were—not so bound “by authority, 
Sir Robert Phillimore in Tne Franconia, 
L, BR. 2, Prob, D. 167 (1877), has collected 
the several decisions in which the statute 
bas heen held to include damagos to por- 
song as woll as to property, and ho has re- 
forred to Smith v, Brown (L. R, 62 B. 729) 
in which the Court of Queen’s Benoh issuea 
& prohibition to the Admiralty Court 
againat entertaining a suit for personal 
damage. ‘The argument of Lord Chivf Jus- 
tice Oookbarn, p. “31, which seems to me 
most powerful, ‘was conourred in by Har- 
vey, J., and not objected to by Black 

burp, J. Notwithstanding which I hold 
that this Court is bound by the express 
worda used by the Privy Councit (I quote 
thom from L. Be, 2, Prob, D. 167) in 1869, 
in which the Oourt of Privy Oouncil said : 
“The words of the 7th acotion of the Ad- 
mirolty Court Jurisdiction Act 1861, clearly 
include every possible kind’ of damage. 
Personal ivjuries are undoubtedly within 
the words ‘damage done by apy, ship.’” 
This Court has therefore jurisdiction, and 
following the Privy Council implicitly. 1 
decide that the damage to the promovent, 
occasioned to him by the death of his wife 
and by the death of his younger brother, 
must be estimated by the Rogistrar an 

merchants equally with and on the same 
footing iu all reapcate ae the loss of his junk 
and effeota.

In one department of journalistio record 
4 have long thonght the press of the Far 
East remiss, I allndo to the general fact of 
the omission of obituary notices of former 
tesidents, whose lives, in not a few in~ 
stances, have formed part of the history of 
forcign intercourse. The reason, no doubt, 
is plain, in that our communities are, so 
to say, short-lived and unstable with ao 
consequent tendency to weaken the thread 
of local tradition. 

Military or Naval men of whatever rank, 
who may have participated in campaigns 
wherein skirmishes have been magnified 
into battles, are sure of clasps and medals 
and henco of recognition in tho local press if 
“China” is borane on their record ; but many 
of the worthies of the period anterior to war 
pass from the world without notice, A 
fresh instanco of this reminds me, to-day, 
of my former reflections upon the subject. 
It is the death of Mr. William Henry 
Chicheley Plowden, ¥.R.8., formerly M.P., 
at Ewburst Park, Basingstoke, on the 29th 
March, aged 92 years. The son of a director 
of the Hon. East India Company, Mr. 
Plowden early entered its civil service; 
camo to Canton and became Chief Superear- 
go before -1833, in which year I saw him 
passing Lantao homeward bound; in 1834 

e was appointed sccond Superintendent of 
Trade, Lord Napier being Chief and Sir 
John f. Davia third; but not retarning to 
China, he became ‘a direotor of the Hon. 
Company ; unsuccessfully contested Not- 
tingbam in 1837 and was firet elected for 
Newport in 1847,..He was twics: married, 
first in 1818 to Miss Harding of Warwiok- 
shire and in 1830 to a niece of Sir Rubert 
Campbell, Bart. His Macao residence was 
the fine mansion known as the sixteen. pillar 
house—" shap-dok-chue,”—which 1 tenanted 
seventeen years,—now occupied by Messrs 
Thomas and Mercer. Mr, Plowden and his 
family were under the professional care of 
Dr. Colledge, and it is interesting to obsorve
